Spaceship's Visit to Israel in 592 B.C. 
Explained in Bible, Scientist Believes 


By THE CHICAGO DAILY NEWS SERVICE 
WASHINGTON—A NASA engineer believes the 
land! of Israel was visited 2,641(1 years ago by a 
spaceship more sophisticated than anything mod­ 
ern technology will be able to construct in the 
next 10 or 20 years. 
According to Josef F. Biumrich of the Mar­ 
shall Space Flight Center in Huntsville, Ala., the 
craft was an atomic-powered atmospheric-entry 
vehicle with four helicopter-like “dinghies" for 
local transportation on planets it visited. 
Biumrich, an Austrian by birth who has been 
in the United States since 1959, has written a 
book about the supposed visitation sometime 
around. 592 B.C. Not yet available in English, it 
has just, been published in Germany under the 
title, “Da Tat Sich der Himmel Auf.” 
This roughly translates into English as “The 
Heavens Were Opened." which are words in 
the first verse, first chapter of the Book of 
Ezekiel and Biumrich believes set the stage 
for the prophet Ezekiel’s account of man’s earli­ 
est experience with space travel. 
Ezekiel’s 
account of what he called his 
"Visions of God” is one of the most graphic 


passages In 'the Bible. Psychologists have sug­ 
gested that the prophet must have suffered a 
fit of some sort, but Biumrich looks at the report 
through an aeronautical engineer’s eye. 
Viewed this way, he insists, Ezekiel’s fiery 
chariot with wheels and winged beasts can be 
interpreted quite straight forwardly as a sort 
of cone-shaped central body 70 feet high and 
about 75 feet across, with four landing legs that 
could be detached and flown independently in 
helicopter mode. 
Interviewed by telephone at his Huntsville of­ 
fice, Biumrich said the design of Ezekiel’s chariot 
fits right in with work he has 'been doing for 
NASA for the last several years. Only the power 
plant—which must have been nuclear to 'perform: 
as Ezekiel, said It did—is beyond present-day 
technology, Biumrich said. 
“The power plant would require a specific 
impulse of 1,900 or 2,000. which is about double 
what we would be able to build in the way of 
an atomic rocket engine today,” Biumrich said. 
"It would take 10, 20, maybe 30 years of develop­ 
ment to perfect one like it." 
Biumrich said he got turned on to Ezekiel 


some years ago when he read, a book by the 
German author Erich Von Daeniken, “Gods" from 
Outer Space," which explores the possible role 
of space ships in early mystery visitations. 
"Looking at it from a strictly engineering 
point of view, I thought it was all baloney," 
Biumrich recalled. "I said to myself. ‘Now I’m 
going to get the Bible out and I’m going to con­ 
tradict Von Daeniken.’ " 
But the more he read Ezekiel, the more con­ 
vinced Biumrich became that this ancient prophet 
was describing in his own awestruck, unsophisti­ 
cated terms a very advanced type of spaceship. 
"Right in the first chapter (of Ezekiel) there 
is a detailed description, of the thing he sees," 
'Biumrich said. "'There are direct indications of 
landing legs, and it’s clear that Ezekiel was very 
intimately familiar with structural detail. 
“Once you know what the thing is about, It all 
fits together.’! 
It took Biumrich about a year and a half to 
work out his theory. Now, he says, "the space­ 
craft reconstructed from the Bible is, first of all, 
feasible, and secondly, of a technology that is 
not much beyond our present technological limi­ 
tations."

Supreme Court Upholds Real Estate Taxation

Justice Thurgood Marshall, in 
dissent said the decision “can 
only be seen as a retreat from 
our 
historic 
commitment 
to 
equality of educational oppor­ 
tunity .. 
Critics of the lower court had 
predicted what Powell called 
"an unprecedented upheaval in 
public education" if it was up­ 
held. 


The attorneys general of 30 
states joined in tellhg the high 
court last summer that "a gen­ 
eration of litigation” would be 
spawned by the lower court rul­ 
ing not only on education fi­ 
nance but in other vital govern­ 
ment services' such as police 
protection. 
Powell was joined in the ma­ 
jority 
by 
President 
Nixon’s 
three other appointees. Chief 
Justice Warren E. Burger and 
Justices Harry A. 
Blackmun 
and William H. Rehnquist, and 
by Justice Potter Stewart. 
The majority denied its deci­ 
sion “in any way detracts from 
our historic dedication to public 


education.” 
Powell 
recalled 
that the high court described 
education as "perhaps the most 
important function of state and 
local governments’’ in its fa­ 
mous 1954 decision, outlawing 
school desegregation. 
But, he noted, “it is not the 
province of this court to create 
substantive constitutional rights 
in 
the name of guaranteed 
equal

Education, he wrote, "is not 
among the rights afforded ex­ 
plicit protection under our Con­ 
stitution.

MINOR DISTURBANCE • 
Soon after the release, Nor­ 
man Yost, an aide to Moore, 
said, a “ minor disturbance" 'be­ 
tween black and white inmates 
started as officials were remov­ 
ing the 'body of the slain prison­ 
er. The trouble ended quickly 
and prisoners returned, to their 
cells under the eyes of National 
Guardsmen and state police­ 
men.

Aid Deflated 


Regardless of how many tim es it is 
disproved by events, the notion still is 
abroad in this land that, through its 
foreign aid and m ilitary assistance pro­ 
grams, the United States is able to acquire 
“friends” among the nations of the 
world. 
And further, because these nations are 
friendly with the United States, they 
will conduct themselves as American 
policy m akers want them to. 
Almost daily, a congressm an or a 
columnist bemoans the circum stance that 
despite this country’s huge investment in 
this or that country, Washington has 


completely lost its influence when the 
beneficiary engages in policy making. 
How many times must the United 
States get its fingers burned internation­ 
ally before the American government and 
people alike recognize the insidiousness 
of the assumption that this nation can buy 
security with dollars? 
Governments, like people, are moti­ 
vated first by the wish to survive and 
they conduct themselves accordingly. 
When they see what they believe is a 
threat to their existence, unreal though 
it m ay be, they act in the best way they 
know how to protect themselves, regard­ 
less of what their best friends tell them. 


Blockades Anniversary 


Given the current state of world re­ 
lationships it m ay be difficult to recall 
how different things were in 1948. April 
1 will m ark the 25th anniversary of an 
event which history will* long record as 
one of the most dram atic efforts to rescue 
a beleaguered city. 
It w’as on that date that the infamous 
Berlin blockade began. It began slowly,» 
with the Soviet arm y stopping all traffic 
— highway, rail and barge — into the 
western sectors of Berlin for searches. 
The excuse given was that the repair of 
bridges necessitated the slowdown. 
But six weeks later all highway and 


rail traffic was cut off, leaving no secret 
about Soviet intentions. West Berlin w'as 
to be starved into submission. The Berlin 
crisis was amplified by the fall of Czec­ 
hoslovakia only a short time previously. 
In late June of that year the United 
States began the famous airlift which not 
only saved Berlin but made the Soviet 
blockade meaningless. 
British plant- 
soon joined the airlift and for nearly a 
year as much as 8,000 tons of goods a day 
were delivered to the city. 
By the time Stalin lifted the blockade 
more than 2.3 million tons of supplies 
had been delivered. It was a proud mo­ 
m ent in history for the free world. 


Agent 014 Unmasked 


The latest Soviet literary crackdown 
has come a bit late. The book ,under 
rebuke already has sold out 100,000 
copies. The authors of “The Career of 
CIA Agent 014“ may rapidly become 
Kremlin anti-heroes, but a lot of Russians 
obviously like their style. 
Supposedly a parody on guess w^ho? 
the book apparently fooled Soviet critics 
for a time because of a forword which 
said it was a docum entary ridiculing 
“the Pentagon and other aggressive mili­ 
tary circles.” But then Yevgeny Yevtu­ 
shenko, chief ideological critic, put his 


stam p of “nyet” on the volume with this 
explanation: 
"The m elodram atic description of 
stilettos, Colts, brass knuckles, birth­ 
m arks in which there is poison, tortures, 
m urders brought the translators without 
their noticing it to savoring superman-ism 
and not its exposure in rough parody.” 
All of which means Agent 014 is on 
the Krem lin's least wanted list. Not to 
mention suspected of being a double 
agent. In the Soviet Union any book 
which sells that many copies without 
benefit of promotion by the state has to 
be suspect.

Principal arguments in favor 
of this type of philanthropy are 
that the recipient will work 
harder spurred on by the 
knowledge that a handsome gift 
waits at the end of a successful 
campaign, and the hard-to-resist 
proposition put to the alumni 
and friends of the institution 
that a generous donation by 
them will multiply itself. 
Organizations other than the 
foundations employ this method 
of philanthropy, but none can 
approach it in volume. The 
f o u n d a t i o n s thus provide 
leadership examples in large- 
scale financing emulated by 
many smaller groups. And thus 
help perpetuate the needed self- 
help private institutions must 
relv upon to grow with the 
multiple requirements of an

Next, I launched a trial balloon on lurking 
aw ay to my own South Sea island, far from the 
smog and cynicism of your average daily at­ 
mosphere. 
You know' the kind of place: whispy palm trees 
fanning my rustic hut at the lush jungle's edge, 
listening to the sea roar and the volcano belch, 
watching the oversize sun dip into the horizon 
with a wild splash of color. And every evening 
the native comm unity from the next island pad­ 
dles their catam arans over to my beach because 
they think I’m a talent scout or something, so 
they entertain me by auditioning for the Johnny 
Carson Show or m aybe some pictures in my 
story for National Geographic. And in between 
the acts the wahines serve my repast including 
crab ’s eye jelly and charred suckling pig and 
gallons of ferm ented cocoanut juice. Yeh, I 
smugly loll against my hut in my one torn-shirt- 
and-trousers w ardrobe and offer friendly wisdom 
about 747s and expressw ay traffic and the Penn­ 
sylvania Lottery. 
But, there again, it's tough deciphering the 
boat schedules to the Pacific when you don’t 
know the nam e of your own special island, and if 
I plaited my raft and poled away from crumbling 
California I’d probably catch a current headed 
for the Bering Strait. 
Sometimes I just consider hanging around 
where I am and becoming famous. You know, 
like writing the ultim ate im m ortal novel—long 
as “ War and Peace,” quotable as Shakespeare, 
colorful as P eter DeVries. I’ve got the title 
already (can’t release it just yet), and once 1 
get started it’ll all go fine but I’m having trouble 
with the opening sentence. 
In fact, since titles seem the easy part in my 
vast bag of tricks, I’ve given some serious thought 
to selling catchy book titles to great authors. It’s 
a kind of specialized business and in some ways 
m ay seem more ludicrous than lucrative, because 
m ost of those guys write for bread and don’t eat 
much at all until they’re published, by which 
tim e they’ve'probably forgotten what they owe 
me.

It seem s he had 
to decide within the next eight hours what all 
his future career would be, so he wouldn’t flunk 
his aptitude test.

Kind of warm s the cockles of your 
heart, and I adm it the goosebumps of pride were 
just forming when he finished his sentence (m ore 
like a judgm ent, really): “ By the way. Dad, just 
what th’ heck do you do anyway and do I have 
to learn anything special to become one?” *

State Police in the Spotlight 


By MASON DENISON 


HARRISBURG — Time was 
when Pennsylvania State Police 
were one of the least attention- 
getting of state agencies; troop­ 
ers appeared where they were 
needed and most welcome — 
at highway crashes, murders, 
fires — doing their job with 
quiet efficiency and profession­ 
alism, and then went on their 
way. 
A lot of Pennsylvanians may 
not realize that in vast areas 
of Penn’s Woods the state troop­ 
er is the only law akin to the 
old U. S. marshal west of Tomb­ 
stone. 
But a certain little “bug” 
changed all that a few years 
ago, an electronic bug to tap 
telephone lines allegedly utilized 
by some state police during the 
Scranton administration. 
That eventually led to the re­ 


signation of State Police Com­ 
missioner E. Wilson Purdy. 
Then it came to light last win­ 
ter that a similar occurence 
took place — but this time with 
one set of state troopers (what 
next!) 
allegedly 
wiretapping 
another. This w-as the celebrat­ 
ed bugging incident said to have 
occurred last November at a 
motel near King of Prussia. 
Since then, the state police 
have been worth at least a 
headline-a-day, not to mention 
a sheaf of editorials and TV ex­ 
posure. 
Probably the hottest headline 
to come out of the whole wire­ 
tapping scandal was the first 
one. It bannered Gov. Milton 
J. Shapp’s decision to dump 
both Attorney Gen. J. Shane 
Creamer and State Police Com­ 
missioner Rocco Urella. 
According to the allegations, 
three troopers under Commis­ 


sioner Urella bugged the motel 
room of some others who were 
assigned to the state crime com- 
sion headed by the attorney gen­ 
eral. The trio faces court mar­ 
tial proceedings. 
There is a major difference, 
however, between “Wiretap I” 
of the Scranton administration 
and “Wiretap II” of the Shapp 
administration. 
The 
alleged 
electronic listening on the part 
of the state police in Wiretap 
I was part of a criminal in­ 
vestigation. 
The 
Wiretap 
II 
caper, however, alleges that the 
fellows in the Smokey Bear hats 
were listening in on — other 
state policemen! 
This alleged internal spying, 
then, marks the major distinc­ 
tion. 
Since the Wiretap U story 
broke, attention has focused on 
such widely divergent items as 
the equestrian facilities at the 


State Police Academy in Her- 
shey, the cremation of some 
troublesome 
electronic 
listen­ 
ing devices at a Harrisburg 
steel plant and an alleged crib­ 
bing incident on promotional 
exams. 
Brought on to replace the 
ousted Urella was Col. James 
D. Barger. The welcome mat 
that was rolled out for the new 
commissioner was more like a 
gauntlet. (His take-over had all 
the earmarks of a British bob- 
bie walking into an IRA meet­ 
ing.) 
But such publicity glares do 
not appear to faze his personal 
composure. 
What should concern the new 
commissioner, however, is the 
un doubtable 
Impact 
on 
the 
morale of the state police force 
in general. 
The intention here is not to 


downgrade the seriousness of 
the goings on at King of Prus­ 
sia. Shenanigans of this sort 
have infected police and mili­ 
tary units down through the 
ages. It’s certainly not a plea­ 
sant situation. 
What is hoped is that the cur­ 
rent wiretap whoop-de-do can 
be brought to its proper judi-. 
cial conclusion at the earliest 
possible juncture. Then perhaps 
the state police can get on with 
the things they do 'best, free 
of internal strife that is ear­ 
marking the present upheaval. 
In

meantime, 
nearly 
everyone is keeping their fin­ 
gers crossed that the entire 
incident has not sapped 
the 
morale and the spirit of the 
average 
trooper' 
in 
what 
is 
generally 
recognized 
as 
the 
best state police organization 
in the country.

NEW YORK — Every once 
In a while somebody finds an 
answer to that most defeatist of 
questions. “I know it’s awful,

So meet Stephen E. Shapiro, 
a 31-year-old New York stock­ 
broker. He lives on the Upper 
East Side in a fine apartment 
with a terrace. He’s got it 
made, doesn’t have to worry 
much, needn’t get involved in 
anything that might cause him 
extra work or embarrassment. 


S-ooo, he was having break­ 
fast with his wife a wMle ago 
and reading the morning paper 
when suddenly he threw it down 
in disgust. He had just read 
an 
advertisement 
announcing 
that the vilest pornopraphic film 
ever to be countenanced by 
filmland’s smut-workers, “Deep 
Throat,” would, open the next 
day 
at 
the 
neighborhood 
theater. 


Shapiro called the theater to 
protest to the manager. He was 
laughed at. So he phoned the 
releasing 
company, 
and 
the 
voice on the other end indicated 
its owner thought he was some 
kind of a nut. He called the 
assemblyman of Ms district and 
the pol’s office told him., '“We’re 
not interested in this sort of 
tMng.” 


Knowing that there were four 
schools, (three Catholic and one 
public) in the neighborhood, he 
took 
Ms 
indignation 
to 
the 
offices of the archdiocese. He 
was asked to tell Ms story to 
the Rev. Morton A. Hill, S.J., 
head of Morality in Media, an 
organization formed to combat 
the deluge of pornography that 
is evident today on the screen, 
stage, bookstores and magazine 
stands. 


Hill suggested that Shapiro 
call a meeting of a dozen or 
so representative people from 
his 
neighborhood 
to 
act 
in 
concert against the offensive 
film. 
Shapiro 
telephoned 
a 
cross-section c o m p o s e d of 
r a b b i s , 
ministers, 
priests, 
businessmen, school principals 
and PTA officials and invited 
them to his home the next day. 


To make sure the film was as 
bad as he had heard it was, 
he saw it in a sordid Times 
Square grind house1.. It was, he 
was able to tell his neighbors 
when they arrived. They agreed 
to back him in whatever he felt 
he could do. 


Next 
day,

Saturday, 
he 
called 
the 
nearest 
police 
precinct and got permission to 
set 
up a 
table 
outside 
the 
theater and tack a sign on the 
nearest pole, a sign that read, 
“Keep ‘Deep Throat’ Out of Our 
Neighborhood.” 
Passers-by 
began 
signing 
the 
petitions. 
Shapiro had placed on his table. 
Other petitions, handed out at 
synagogues and churches in the 
area, piled In. By the end of 
the weekend, 7.0OÓ had signed 
their names protesting the film.

theater?”

patron 
demanded of him. 


Shapiro had an answer for 
that. “A community has a right 
to say what it wants and what 
it doesn’t want,” he said. “This 
neighborhood does not want this 
film playing .here.”

By the time spring officially 
blooms, many outdoors-lovers 
long to see plants sprouting in 
their gardens, birds chirping 
outside their windows — and 
Portuguese men-of-war leaving 
their bathing' 'beaches. 
As 
formidable 
as 
their 
namesake, Portuquese men-of- 
war 
are 
among 
the 
least 
popular, but most remarkable 
of all sea-going creatures. 
A relative of the look-alike 
j e l l y f i s h , each man-of-war 
(PhysaMa Physails) consists of 
a colony of highly-specialized 
individuals that form organs 
called polyps. Developed from 
a 
common 
egg, 
they 
live 
together for mutual aid and 
survival. 
One polyp orga.ni.sm forms the 
iridescent flotation bladder, or 
pneumatophore. 
Another with 
dangling tenacles captures food. 
F e e d i n g 
polyps 
— 
the 
gastrozooids — ingest the food, 
while others produce eggs and 
sperm. 
T h e 
longest 
-and 
most 
dangerous part of physalis, its 
sinister armament, forms and 


impressive curtain of tenacles 
studded with thousands of tiny 
stinging 
batteries 
known, 
as 
nematocysts. 
No one who has been stung 
by the tenacles. soon forgets, it, 
says Dr. Charles E. Lane, a 
m a r i n e 
biologist 
at 
the 
University of Miami. 
“ From them, luckless bather» 
receive injections of a poison 
similar 
to 
the 
king 
cobra’s 
venom, and at least 75 per cent 
as potent,” Dr. Lane wrote. 
“ Like 
cobras, 
men-of-war 
discharge a neurotoxin — a 
protein substance that deranges 
the nervous system.” 
A thimbleful can kill 1.000 
mice within a 
few seconds. 
Luckily 
for 
humans, 
the 
creature 
injects 
little 
toxin. 
Fiery welts and searing pain 
result, but human fatalities, are 
rare. 
Even after the gas-filled floats 
wash up on beaches and wither 
in the sun, the stingers retain, 
their danger. In the laboratory, 
the venom has remained potent 
for six years after being dried 
and frozen. 
Little is known about the life 
history or breeding places of 


the 
m a n - o f - w a r . 
Small 
specimens turn up in southeast 
Florida waters in late October 
and early November, and the 
largest are found in late March 
or early April. These mature 
creatures 
can 
extend 
their 
tentacles as far as 100 feet and, 
within seconds, shorten them to 
a, few inches. 
Soon after reaching maturity, 
the men-of-war leave the local 
w-aters. Fortunately, most of the 
millions of bathers who enjoy 
Florida beaches never see the 
invaders at close range, much 
less get stung. 
Drifting at the whim, of wind 
and current, men-of-war usually 
are found in tropical seas, but 
may range from the Caribbean 
to the North Atlantic and even 
the Mediterranean. A smaller 
version hves in the Pacific, 
ranging 
from 
California 
to 
Australia. 
For all their unpleasantness, 
Portuguese 
men-of-war 
can’t 
compare to. their relatives, the 
sea wasps, 
which drift with 
waters off northern Australia. 
Swimmers brushed by the sea 
wasp’s trailing tentacles have 
died 
within 
three 
to 
eight 
minutes.

To Slow Push for Change 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court decision uphol­ 
ding local property taxes for fi­ 
nancing schools is going to slow 
but not stop the movement to 
change the way public educa­ 
tion is paid for. 
Those who want to reduce or 
reform the dependence of the 
schools on the local property 
tax will shift their emphasis 
from federal courts to state 
courts and to state legislatures. 
Already there has been action 
even in states where no court 
has ordered it. At almost the

same time the court rendered 
its 5-4 decision, Virginia Gov. 
Lin wood Holton signed a bill 
that will increase state aid per 
pupil to $628', in an effort to 
make spending per pupil more 
equal within the state. 
The problem with the local 
property tax has been that one 
community 
with 
expensive 
homes or a lot of industry could 
set a low property tax rate and 
raise more money per pupil 
than, a community with a high­ 


er tax rate but with less tax­ 
able property. 
Federal and state courts in 
Cali for lia. 
Texas. 
Wyoming, 
New Jersey, Michigan, Min­ 
nesota, Kansas, and Arizona 
had ruled since August, 1971. 
that this violated either state or 
federal 
constitutional 
provi­ 
sions. 
particularly the 14th 
Amendment's equal protection 
of the laws provision. 
The Supreme Court, to the 
surprise of many, said there 
was no right to education pro­ 
tected by the federal Con­ 
stitution. Still many of these de­ 
cisions may stand on the basis 
of state laws. 
Further these decisions did 
not outlaw the property tax, 
even locally administered. They 
only said, that each child had to 
have roughly equal tax re­ 
sources behind him. for educa­ 
tion 
whether the 
resources 
were spent or not. 
Many states which have con­ 
sidered the issue have gone to 
the

that 
spending per pupil should be 
roughly 
equal, 
though 
the 
courts did not require that. 
The federal Advisory Com­ 


mission on Intergovernmental 
Relations, a permanent panel 
of state, federal and local offi­ 
cials, estimated that in 1970 it 
would have cost $7 billion in 
new educational spending to 
virtually equalize spending per 
pupil within states. 
Despite that cost, the ACIR 
said in December that even if 
the Supreme Court ruled as it 
did Wednesday this type of liti­ 
gation “ has no dramatized in­ 
trastate disparities in spending,] 
that state political leaders will 
hereafter; be under constant 
pressure to improve the state’s 
distribution of school funds.”

Perot, who agreed with 
one questioner that the fluctuat­ 
ing value of his holdings might 
at times put him in the billion­ 
aire class, declined to discuss] 
taxation of large capital gains. ;

“In many cases, legislators 
can use the complex legislative 
process to hide their real posi­ 
tions on an issue,” Denenberg 
said. “ But when the 25 senators 
voted to dilute and weaken the 
threshold provision of MJhe bill), 
their position was no longer 
clouded.”

“If maleness is also defined 
only on the basis of sex 
drive then, a man becomes 
'less than a man as he grows 
older” and experiences a 
decline in sexual activity. 
"The tragedy of this Mnd 
of 'definition, is that it is 
very narrow.” Dr. Ramev 
said. 
Every person grows 
old and (by Dr Rhoades' 
definition i 
becomes 
less 
than a human being.” 
"After all, most human 
activities occur outside of 
the bedroom...” Dr., Ramey 
said. “ But even in terms, 
of sexuality, human females 
have a second source of 
estrogen” other than the 
ovaries,., she said. 
This second source is the 
adrenal glands, which often 
step up their production of 
estrogen 
as 
the ovaries 
gradually 
shrink 
during 
menopause, she said. 
Furthermore, 
there 
are 


many examples in history 
of “muían entering their 
most vigorous period ,after 
menopause.” 
Dr 
Ramey 
said. 
Many of the great 
c o u r t e s a n s were older 
women and! apparently they 
were sexy as helL'"" 
R E L IE F OF FEA R 
Part of this may stem 
from, tito' relief of fear of 
pregnancy after menopause, 
as well as the stepped up 
production of estrogen by 
the secondary sources of the 
female sex hormone, Dr. 
Ramey said. 
But more important than 
hormones by far is the 
woman's state of mind and 
'the' 
ex.pedat.ionS' 
and at­ 
titudes she has about sex 
in her old age. Dr. Ramey 
said. 
As an example of the 
overriding 
importance 
of 
social conditioning and state 
of mind in defining human 
sexual behavior. Dr.. Ramey 
cited a bizarre case history 
from 
the Johns Hopkins 
University Gender Identity 
Clink. 
Identical 
twin 
boys 
- 
with 
exactly 
the 
same 
genetic make up — were 
born at a hospital. 'During 
th e 
r o u t i n e 
c i r- 
cumcision, one of the twins’ 
p e n i s 
was 
irreparably 
dam.,aged, and' the doctore 
and, parents agreed to a sex 
change operation to give the 
damaged 
boy 
his 
only 
chance at a. normal sex life 
— as a female., 
"Those identical twins are 
now 6 or 7 years old — 
Remember they are exactly 
the same' protoplasm — and 
the normal twin acts like 
a little boy. fighting and 
getting dirty. The damaged 


twin acts just like a little 
girl playing dolls and all 
that” 
she 
said, 
"even, 
though biologically both are 
boys.” 
The damaged twin has 
received, n# doses of female 
hormones that might ex­ 
plain such behavior — it has 
all been because of social 
OTndtlioniif, 
Dr., 
Ramey 
said. 
Women who have breast 
cancer 
often 
have 
the 
estrogen producing ovaries 
removed! because the female 
sex hormone is believed to 
worsen the cancer, she said. 
They are often given the 
male sex hormone as fur­ 
ther 
t h e r a p y , 
and 
sometimes they experience 
an increase in sex drive, but 
it is directed toward, men. 
not women, she said. 
Sexually active men who 
have been castrated often 
continue to have sex af­ 
terwards because hormones 
are not as important as 
attitudes and expectations 
in defiling .sexual behavior, 
she said. 
Thus a woman who looks 
forward to a sexually active 
old 
age 
to 
match 
her 
sexually active youth will 
probably 
find 
her 
ex­ 
pectations fulfilled, just as 
a woman who believes sex 
will stop after menopause 
will not. Dr. Ramey said. 
On one point, however. 
D r. Ramey 
and 
Dr. 
Rhoades agree, and, 'that is 
the usefulness' of estrogen 
replacement 
therapy 
for 
postmenopausal women. 
REPLACEMENT 
Dr. Rhoades at the con­ 


ference on aging called for 
l o n g 
term 
estrogen 
replacement for all women 
past 
menopause 
as 
a 
solution to the functional 
castration he predicts for 
them. 
His prescription has 'been 
disputed by “The Medica! 
Letter 
on 
Drugs 
and 
Therapeutics,** 
considered 
an authoritative source on 
n e w 
drug 
treatments. 
"Medical Letter” said that 
estrogen could be useful as 
short term, therapy for .some 
of the unpleasant physical 
symptoms of 
menopause, 
but that the beneifts of long 
range maintenance therapy 
were not established. 
The Medical Letter also 
sajd the risk that estrogen 
c o u l d 
"promote 
or 
aggravate 
cancer” 
made 
the risks involved greater 
than the possible benefits.” 
Dr. 
Ramey took issue 
with this finding, saying the 
estrogen 
used

milder, and was used in

It was research into the 
effects

NEW YORK—The guy is an old Yankee, and he 
was talking about Yogi B erra as a m anager. 
“ He is too nice.” said! the old Yankee “ B allplay­ 
ers know he won’t get really m ad at them .” 
Lefty O Doul used to tell ballplayers in the Pacific 
Coast League: “Some of you guys got to hate m e be­ 
fore the season is over. There are only so m any jobs 
and some of you think you should have the job I gave 
to another guy. There is no way I can please all of 
you. 
0 Doul influenced Joe DiMaggio and every other 
ballplayer who worked for him. He1 was paid m ore 
money than a lot of m anagers in the M ajor League 
town. He never m anaged in the Bigs. Bui the kids he 
sent up w ere always ready when they arrived. 


HARD FACTS 
0 Doul is an agreeable m an and so is B erra, But 
B erra found out as O’Doul did before him that event­ 
ually you will offend a guy you like and adm ire if you 
accept wages to m anage a baseball team . You can ’t 
perm it sentim ent to govern your decisions. And you 
can ’t be kind when you tell a great player that he 
c an ’t work steadily because he is too old. 
It had to shock Willie Mays when the G iants m ade 
a deal with the Mets and shipped him to New York. 
Superstars are seldom traded to another town until 
they are practically through. When they land in the 
next city, a job is waiting for them . It belongs to them 
the m om ent the deal is certified. It didn’t happen 
this way for Mays. 
Up against the bar at Toots Shor’s, they still argue 
about w hether Mays or DiMaggio is the g reatest cen- 
terfielder. The debate is never settled. The old G iant 
partisans stick with Mays. The Yankee buffs are 
loyal to Joe D. Now they discuss Mays as if he, like 
DiMaggio, is done with baseball. Now it’s Willie or 
perhaps som eone nam ed Dave Schneck, who played 
for M em phis-last year. 
In the Mets* cam p there is a clique of ball 
journalists who are shilling for Schneck as the M ets 
centerfielder over Mays. It generally com es down to 
this:. The fam ous old guys don’t step aside fast 
enough and the obscure kids jostle them out of their 
way. 
M ays is an historic ball player but, w hat have 
you done lately, Willie? 
Our course, M ays isn’t close to what he used to 
be, although he m ay hold onto a little piece of his 
greatness. B erra would be forced to play him for the 
rest of the season if he can hold his own in one gam e. 
There was a tim e when M ays could move a ball 
club just by putting on its uniform. Even now his nam e 
will intim idate some pitchers. If he can put it together 
briefly, he could shake the M ets and sta rt them going. 
He was able to dom inate ball gam es last y ear and he 
won other ones w ith big hits. W hat is left of M ays, the 
superstar, a t 42, could be enough to beat the kids out 
of the position. But youth is still one of the g reatest 
assets in sports. 
No one expects Schneck at his best to be m ore 
than adequate. B erra has to be im pressed by M ays’s 
past because he was part of it. He was W hitey F ord’s 
catcher when the great left-handed pitcher couldn’t 
get M ays out. It didn't m atter if it was an exhibition 
gam e, the World Series, an All-Star gam e or a b arn ­ 
storm ing trip. Ford was hit by Mays as though it was 
batting practice, deliberately throwing to the h itter’s 
strength. 
This could be a serious proposition for B erra. It 
m ight split the club. Some of the Giants were disturb­ 
ed last year because they believed Mays abused the 
privileges of greatness granted to all superstars. They 
claim ed there were two sets of rules, one for Mays 
and another schedule for the other players. They con­ 
sidered it a personal affront if Mays skipped batting 
practice or sat in the dugout when they thought he 
should have been playing. 


STANDARD SITUATION 
This is the way it has been since B abe Ruth. 
The superstar usually is allowed to m ake decisions 
concerning him self and the rest of the ball club re­ 
sents it. But neither B erra nor Mays is a m ean m an. 
They should be able to work it out. 
Mays, though, is m ore than a superstar. He is a 
kind of m onum ent to himself. P ride could agitate him 
into rebellion if he figures he is being dem eaned. 
I hope B erra and Mays act their age off the field, 
but not on it.
